: Keeping the ¢, in this age of the nuclear 

. deterrent, depends upon the ability to preserve 

the power of massive retaliation despite the 

possibility that the enemy may strike first. 

: - Missile bases can be located and made the 
targets of other missiles. . If these are fired first, 
the bases may be destroyed. Even the recently 
announced U.S. plan to mount its latest devel- 
opment, the Minuteman, on trains and keep them 
constantly moving about the U.S. does not 

guarantee invulnerability. 

. Planes of the U.S, Strategic Air Command 
have to operate from bases, which can:‘be made 
targets, and even keeping a proportion of SAC 
planes in the air does not guarantee they will 
get through. 

But in the 
U.S; felt certain it had come up with a means of 
delivering a nuclear werhead which. was not 
open-to attack. © Nuclear-powered submarines 
could‘cruise forsweeks under water, hidden from 
enemy-eyes, and ‘there would be nothing which 
could be done to render them impotent. 

However, if Russia had a device which could 
detect’ these nuclear submarines thousands of 
miles away, then the underwater bases for the 

Polaris could also be kttacked, as part of the = 
first strike. 

Or if may be, such ts the fear and suspicion 
ih the world, thit the Russians actually fear 

the U.S, might usé the Polaris in a nuclear 

blackmail threat, proceeding on the basis that no 

-Toatter how many missiles the Russians fired at 

U.S. targets there would be nothing they could 

do to prevent a steatly succession of Polaris 

tulssiles being showered on Russian cities from 
beneath the protection of the sea. 





Cure Worse Than Disease 


\ City Engineer W. L. Bradley of Kitchener 
plans to ask the city council there to pass a 
by-law forcing motorists to equip their cars with 
snow tires or chains during the winter. His 
Teason—cars not so equipped tend to cause 

» traffic jams when snow is heavy. 

One can sympathize with Mr. Bradley’s view, 
but his*proposed remedy is unacceptable. 

- Even if a city council-has power to pass 
such a by-law—about which we have the gravest 
of doubts—it ought to refrain from doing so. 
The proposed -solution might be feasible if the 
only cars which used the streets of Kitchener 

"were vehicles owned by Kitchener residents. But 
there will be, on any given day; hundreds of 
cars passing through Kitchener whose owners 
will have no way of knowing, in advance, that 
Kitchener has such a by-law. Uniformity is es- 
sential in any regulation dealing with traffic, 
if hardships and injustices are to be avoided. 

If there is really a need to force all cars to 
be equipped with snow tires or chains, then the - 
body which should act is the provincial legisla- 

- ture, rather than any municipal council. There 
are, however, many parts of Ontarlo—including. 
the Belleville district—where the majority. of 
motorists find that only rarely would snow tires 
be an advantage. Such districts wopild object 
to a province-wide regulation. tchener’s

Test House 
Of Future

One often reads predictions 
about yarlous features of “the 
house of the future”, but an 
ambitious project under way at 
the RCAF station at Rockcliffe 
is a practical effort to test the 
worth of some of these feat- 
ures, Indeed, success In the test 
could have far-reaching 
results, : 

Detalls are given In the magz- 
azine National Bullder. The 
project is belng carried on by 
the research committee of the 
National House Builders 
Association in co-operation 
with government agencies and 
manufacturing companies, The 
house {fs being built on the 
RCAF station because it does 
not conform with existing 
municipal bylaws, and is part 
of a $27,000 research project 
for’ which half the cash is be- 
{ng provided through a federal 
NHA grant. 

According to the magazine, 
the“house which fs being bul't 
simply as a vehicle upon which 
to try out the new applications, 
techniques and installations, Is 
of little significance as a dwel- 
ling .unit in itself, But the 
sweep of the combined re- 
search operation it represents 
and the potentialities of some 
of the things which are going 
into it are definitely of major 
importance.” 

Here are some of the ideas: 

Wood foundations, which 
give this general bullding mat- 
erial its first chance to break 
Into the one part of house- 
building ‘that it has not- ser- 
Jously challenged; an inde- 
pendent, re-circulating sewage, 
disposal unit that, in theory, 
needs no sewer connections or 
conventional septic tank In- 
stallation and which has al- 
teady operated successfully 
over a period of nine months 
in the laboratories of the Ont- 
arlo Research Foundation: a 
low-cost heating and alr-con- 
ditioning system that could 
provide for the smaltest house, 
once the system was fully test- 
ed and approved, the controll- 
ed comforts of.much more ex- 
peasive Installations. 

\ sprayed-on plastic root

Missing Color Is No Joke 
On Sunday, February 19, the famous regi- 
mental color of Hastings and Prince Edward 
Regiment was removed from its place of honor 
in the officers’ mess in the city armory. 





/ Lieut. Col. Angus B. Duffy, CD, commanding competitive advantages, 


officer of the regiment, a veteran “Hasty Pee” 
with 2 long and honorable military career, when 
first advised of the incident, regarded it as a 
prank. But ten days passed with no evidence 
of the return or the whereabouts of the missing 
color. 

Now Col. Duffy has taken a grimmer view 
of the incident. The thoughtless act of a person 
or persons in removing the color has stung the 
commanding officer and the regiment to the 
quick. He issued a'statement to the effect that 
“drastic action would be taken if the color were 
not returned by March Ist.” That was Wednes- 
day, and to this writing the famous color with 
its battle-honors is still missing. 

The person or persons responsible are 
urgently requested to return the color to the 
regiment. The taking of a piece of military 
equipment is one thing; the removal of the color 
another. 

For a regimental color with its honored 
battle decorations is not a plece of military 
equipment. It is tradition in the truest. and 
bravest sense of the word. And its taking is 
a desecration of that tradition. Personal or 
regimental grudges to the contrary, the removal 
of the Hasty Pees color directly affects not only 
the commanding officer, the officers and men

Immediately after the Second 
World War nearly every country. was 


faced with’ the problem of building up.its econ- 


omy and its means of’production. In many 
countries labor and management entered into an 
agreement whereby labor agreed to a strike-free 
period of four years and 3 
regular wage increases based on the cost of living 


. This t proved eminently success- 
ful, so successful that it has'been continued right 
up to the present. It has resulted, as: Mr. 
Hees pointed out,-in some nations, which had 
scant means of production 15 years ago, building 
up and surpassing the United States and Canada, 
both of whose production lines were at their 
peak of productive efficiency in 1945. 

These European countries are now troubled 
only by not haying enough laborers whilst 
unemployment has become an almost chronic 
feature of the North American economy. Where- 
as in these anonter mabe, axptced employment 
problem and their citizens“are enjoying a com- 
fortable way of life with an adequate income, in 
Canada there are many unemployed and not a 
few who are either earning too little or too 
much, European manufacturers are also hard 
put to produce enough goods forthe world mar- 
ket yet in Canada we find domestic manufac- 

’ turers crying for protection on our somewhat 
limited home market, 

One’ of the main reasons for the lack of 
demand for Canadian products both at home-and 
abroad is that they are too high priced. No 
matter how much other people may like Canada 
and Canadians they are notprepared to buy from 
us when they can get a better price elsewhere. 

It is obvious that if the unemployment 
situation is to be cured in Canada, work is going 

~ to have to be found or created through the sale 
of Canadian goods abroad at competitive prices 
and of competitive or better quality. This 
means that there will have to be a degree of 
co-operation and accord between Canadian’ man- 
agement and labor such as hes never existed 
before. If this Sort of arrangement cannot be 
worked out between labor and management it 
appears that there will be little else to look for- 
ward to other than a continuing period, and 
more extensive range, of unemployment. Cana- 
dians will have to be prepared to give up some 
of’ their luxuries in: order to have food and 
shelter. : 

A spirit of co-operation similar to that 
experienced recently in a plant in Holland might 
be considered. The plant’s staff rejected a 
management-proposed wage increase on the basis 
that they felt the ralse would create a price 
increase that would result in a lessened demand 
for their product and create, in turn, a possi- 
bility of unemployment. ri ¢ 
_ ‘There is little sense in Canadians crying 
for. more public works projects, for these must 
eventually dwindle in number. Even if every 
community in Canada needed a new Post Office 
such projects would not provide enough jobs for 
those already laid off, much Jess those who are 
{ust entering the country’s working force from 
the high schools. The government cannot do 
ev It ls up, to:the people, both labor 
and management, to do something for them- 
- selves, and not to do it at the expense of their

Certain it is that Canada’s need for efficient 
rail services will remain in jeopardy so long as 
the railways are required to move export grain— 
making up more than one-fourth of all the 
treight hauled—at 1899 rates in the face of 1961 
prices. ; ‘ 

- If the MacPherson Royal Commission 
positive recomniendations for a:-solution to t! 
problem—as it undoubtedly must—it will have 
done Canadians a notable service. Rellef from 
the staggering financial burden of the statutory 
grain freight rates will give the rallways the 
opportunity they so desperately need to compete 
on terms of equality with other forms of trans-

edge of the English vocabulary than most Cana- 
dians-—and ‘so he did. - Another sald something 
like this: “What I cannot understand is how a 
people like you, who are educated and well’ in- 
formed ‘like us (the Germans), would tolerate 
@ language so lacking in precision.” What he 
mourned wasvthe fact that in English he could 
not build up,“sclentifically,.a word with the 
exact meaping he required—he was praising

Macmillan of 
Britain to struggle until the last in an effort to 
discover some acceptable compromise. a 
True, from the necessarily abbreviated an 
undetailed reports of proc: in the confer- 
ence sessions, which were not open to the press, 
{t would appear that Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
had devised a formula which might have been 
expected to result: in South Africa reading itself 
out of the Commonwealth—by refusal to sub- 
scribe to a declaration of Commonwealth prin- 
ciples containing a reference to racial equality. 
But the impact of such a result, with the other 
nations formally on record as supporting a 
declaration, might have been different from that 
which will follow South Africa’s departure before 
such a. declaration was thrust before it for 
approval. : 

“The unhappy truth is that the colored 
nations of the world may attach importance to 
the fact that the Commonwealth countries did 
not: stand up to be counted on the issue of 
apartheid. . 

It now behooves the prime’ ministers who, 
vigorously criticized apartheid to make the most 
of their stand, and to endeavor to reap the same 
rewards in prestige for the Commonwealth which 
would have followed a forthright declaration that 
any land which practised apartheid was not wel- 
come in the Commonwealth club. : 

For Prime Minister Macmillan, Verwoerd's 
decision represents a bitter disappointment. His 
argument, not without considerable merit, was 
that the institution of the Commonwealth was 
much more enduring than the personality of any 
leader or the policies of any party, that the day 
might dawn when South Africa’s racial problems 
would be handled in a different manner and 
when association with the Commonwealth would 
prove ingpluable, not only for the white residents 
ef South Africa but for the Bantu and colored 
population also. 

This argument has much more to recommend 
ii than the more frequently advanced suggestion 
that. membership in the Commonwealth might 
help to ameliorate the lot of the Bantu and 
colored populations. ‘Past performances have 
shown how. little Verwoerd cares for public 
opinion in other Commonwealth countries. 

The argument for exclusion. of the Com- 
monwealth .was based on several points. First 


there was the basically selfish but realistic one. 


that other Commonwealth lands could not afford 
to be ted by association with a country. 
practising apartheid. Secondy there was the 
necessity of choosing between South Africa and. 


other Commonwealth or prospective Common--- 


wealth members—Tanganyika’s chief -minister 
had publicly announced that that land would not 
apply for membership when its independence 
was won if South Africa, with apartheid un- 
changed, was still a member. Thirdly, there is 
the fact that South African opponents of 
apartheid, both white and colored, had pressed 
tor expulsion of their country from the Com- 
monwealth, both for the publicity that this would 


give‘to the evils of apartheid and because they - 


hope hat economic pressures resulting from 
exclusion from Commonwealth trade preferences 
may force a revision of the racial segregation 
policies or even bring about the overthrow of 
Verwoerd’s government. Of these, the third 
argument has perhaps the least merit, for: 
Verwoerd has now proven what most have long 
suspected—that he is not open to influence by 
the dictates of reason which would determine the 
actions of the normal man. What is true of 
him is probably true of his followers. . What 
lies ahead of South Africa can only be guessed 
—but it is more likely to be violence t 
peace.

The very day after South ‘Africa decided to 


Jeave the Commonwealth, we find: Canada, and 
all other Commonwealth countries except Aust- 
ralia and Britain, voting “against. her in the 
Unifed Nations. That the 74 nations which de- 
nounced South’ Africa’s conduct in Southwest 
4frica are right, there can be no doubt. That 
they will be able to do anything effective to cor- 
rect this situation seems most unlikely. 
Southwest Africa was a German colony. un- 
mm after the First Great War. It was taken from 
Germany and its administration ed over to 
South’ Africa under a League of* ‘Nations man- 
date. The United Nations is the logical -heir of 
the League of Nations. Other mandated  terri- 
tories, if they have not already achieved indepen- 
dence, have been made UN trusteeships. The ad- 
ministrators-have no moral right to rule in a 
fashion .at varlance.with the principles of the 
organization through’ which they derive author- 
ity. Obviously, then, whatever one may think of 
South’ Africa’s. right to impose apartheid in her 
own territory, she has no right to follow this pol- 
icy’in Southwest Africa, . 
Whether Canada would have joined the ma- 
jority in: supporting this view, or whether’ it 
would have abstained from voting, had not the 
UN, vote been preceded by the deetsion of South 
Africa not to seek continued’ Commonwealth 
membership, is a moot question. This ‘just serves 
to show ‘that the Commonwealtt. decision is cer- 
tain to add power and velocity to that wind of 
change. ‘This, indeed, asmuch as any concern 
- about.the los$ of South Africa itself, may have 
been: behind Macmillan’s desperate efforts to 
reach’a compromise. at the Commonwealth 
Prime Ministers’ conference. He needs time to 
settle'the fate of the Central African Federation 
of the two Rhodesias and Nyasaland,* where the 
whites::are vigorously opposing reforms which 
would-definitaly. turn the country away from the 
idea of apartheid. Although ra@lal segregation 
has'never been carried to anything like the de- 
gree which exists in the neighboring South Af- 
rican, territory to the south, there is'grave rea- 
son to fear that, if the Federation were granted 
full independence withount first assuring the na- 
tive population: of a dominant voice, in keeping 
with their numerical strength, the Federation 
might é¢yentually follow in South Africa’s foot- 
_ One sign of the way the wind is blowing, and 
its strength, is that the day before the vote 
against South’ Africa'in the UN .General As- 
@ sembly, Russia and the United States found 
themselves on‘ the same side of an argument in 
the’ Security: Council. Both supported an Afro- 
Asian demand for reforms in Portuguese Angola, 
which lies immediately to the south of the 
Congo, Portuguese colonial policies, from what 
we have able toearn, are a queer and 
tangled of assimilation and feudalism, a 
mixture which is perhaps not so surprising when 
one remembers that Portugual itself has been 
under the Salazar dictatorship for years. In 
Angola’ the policy seems to be to permit the 


wealthier and better educated Africans to take © 


their places in the civilized community, ° along 
with the Portuguese themselves, but to rule the 
poor, uneducated African masses with an iron 
hand, There is a separation just as “marked as 
that in South Africa, but the dividing line is 
determined not so much on the basis of . color, 
though that is. still a factor, as on the basis of 
class, which in its turn depends on wealth and 
education. ; .

Corps” plan. “And what person,” it asks, “ex- 
cept the very young themselves, can really believe 
that an African aflame with violence will have its 
fires quenched because some Harvard boy or 
Vassar girl lives in a mud hut or speaks Swa- 
hili?”. The answer to*that question is that, if 
there is any way to quench the fires of hate in 
“an African,” it is most likely to be by way of 
pozsonel contact with some white-ski indi- 
vidual who is willing to live as he does, share 
his burdens and sympathize with and further his 
ambitions. It strikes us, though, that this 
Sentence may have suffered in copying, from one 
newspaper to another, and that the original 
Journal editorial probably referred not to “an 
African” but “an Africa.” -° With this change 
we admit we share the Journal’s scepticism. And 
yet, perhaps the error, if it is one, in substituing 
“an African”, for “an Africa” has shown-us the 


only flicker of hope. The future of a continent, % 


after, pil, is determined by multitudes-of be 
saad the only way‘to inf uence’ the. thinkibg 
‘of the multitude is to first change the thinking 
of individuals. Thosé Harvard boys and Vassar 
girls, multiplied. many times, may perhaps be 
able\to achieve a task which. alas, now appears 
beyond the power of presidents and prime -min- 
isters and chancellors. 

Secondly, -and perhaps equally important, 
the enthusiasm which has greeted President 
KennedWs “Peace Corps” proposal’ is welcome, 
and to y surprising, evidence of a resurgence 
of idealism amongst young people. There may 
be thosé who will object to the use of the word 
“resurgence,” but we believe it to be justified. 
It is@harely common knowledge that the post- 
war events have proven disillusioning for many 
of those who fought in the belief that they were 
establishing a world in which the Four Free- 
doms would everywhere be recognized. As for 
evidence that this climate of cynicism is chang- 
ing, the response\to Président Kennedy's sug- 
gestion is itself proof of this fact. If we need 
this buttressed by a survey, by a happy coin- 


-cidence. Maclean’s Magazine, in its latest issue,

The idealism! of the young may solve few. 
problems, for as the Journal says simple good 
will js not enough, but surely it’is equally true

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Preparedness on Two Fronts 

President John F. Kennedy has asked Con- 
gress for an additional two billion dollars for 
defence. The day has not yet arrived when 
anybody asks “What's a billion?” wittha note of 
disdain—not even when the reference is to the 
American version of the billion, a thousand mil- 
lion instead of the European’s million million. 
‘Two biljion dollars sounds like a lot of money. 
It is, therefore, somewhat disconcerting to learn 
that this increase Js less’ than five per cent of 
the original bur 


It follows that, despite the size of the 
increase, there is perhaps more significance in 
the fields in which Kennedy proposes to spend 
this extra money, than in the amount of the 
increase itself. Here we run into what, at first 
gtance, appear contradictory trends, Kennedy 
wants more missiles, but he also wants more 
weapons to fight brush-fire wars. Missiles, e 
most without exception, are likely to be used 
to carry atomic warheads to the selected targets, 
whether these targets be tactical or strategic in 
nature. ‘The missile is out of place in a brush- 
fire war—its use would almost certainly result 
in spreading the conflagration rather than in 
quenching the flames. : 

Further examination, though, suggests that 
there is a reasonable pattern to Kennedy’s plans. 
He is ready to fight the battle of preparedness on 
two fronts—so that the U.S. is ready to wage 
ether a limited war In some far-away land, like 
Laos, or to engage in a full-scale nuclear con- 
fiict, if that should be forced on. it. 

‘The two billion dollars is the price whit: 
Kennedy is asking the nation to pay for the 
renunciation of brinksmanship, for ending the 
policy of depending on the power of massive 
retaliation to keep the peace in’every corner of 
the globe. : 

It is a heavy price, added to the enormous 
share of the gross national product already di- 
verted to defence needs. But who can honestly 
say that it is too high a price, when it reduces, 
as we believe it does, the danger of a nuclear 
war? Common sense tells us that, sooner or 
’ Jater, in a world where tensions are as high as 
they are today and in which there are s0 many 
‘possible areas of conflict, the day. will 
certainly come where the big powers will find 
themselves backing opposite sides without being 
able to fully control the conduct of these allies. 
There will be much less danger of such a con- 
filct becoming a-third world war if the U.S. is 
prepared to fight it with conventional weapons, 
and is not forced to make the terrible choice 
between using nuclear warhedds or letting the 
Communists win by default.

Other times It’s much more 
effective to tell. a child to sit 
in a corner for five or 10 minu- 
tes.
